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from Mount Pony and other events that have sequestered 

caustic materials in them. 

And then, just for everybody's general 

knowledge about the aquifer system in this area, I 

pulled the geological aquifers ground water atlas for 

the United States off the USGS site. The last time 

this has been updated was 1995 but geologically events 

take millions of years to, to migrate. So, I don't 

think we're going to see much sustainable change since 

1995. What you see is the Piedmont Basin in orange on 

page nine and that's kind of where we are and that is 

a crystalline-type rock. If,you want to hit an actual 

aquifer you go to page 12. Almost in the center of 

page 12 is where the site is located. They'd have to 

go down approximately 1,000 to 2,000 feet to hit the, 

this seven-mahogany aquifer, which is the third from 

or fourth from the, the bottom. And so, that's where 

I derived the information. It's not, it was not a 

broad search. It was derived from local data and it 

was overlaid on national data that is available and is 

generally used for people in my career field. Are 

there any questions? 

MR. CHAMBLISS: I may have some. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Mr. 

Chambliss. Would you like a few minutes? 
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MR. CHAMBLISS: No, I'll just go ahead and 

start out and see how it goes. Mr. King . . . 

MR. KING: Yes, sir. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: What's your bottom line here? 

MR. KING: My bottom line is I really would 

like the site to be put in correctly. I don't want 

erosion to occur. I happen to live on Robinson Run, 

which is one of the tributaries back in to the Poe and 

then water use when they initially came to town and 

started talking about what they're wanting to do. 

Their water use has come down by 35 percent. It's 

now, I believe, correct me if I'm wrong, 220,008,673 

gallons. They put it into feet but it's, and they say 

629 feet but in gallons the conversion runs to 222 

million. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: You say on page nine that the 

current plan provided by sPower would lead to the 

collapse of the area aquifer. 

MR. KING: Correct. So, the area aquifer is 

a kind of a surface aquifer and what happens is it's 

contained within the clay. Think of about, as the 

clay, or as the crust was forming areas were captured 

in the clay to create, like, space, large bubbles. 

We, we now reside on an area where the water comes in 

laterally to those bubbles and fills and it's filled 
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based on pressure from other residing areas. The 

water table rises. It fills these voids and causes 

upward pressure in a lateral arrangement. 

Now, what happens is somebody, whether it's 

a house or whether it's sPower or a big, any big 

industry, comes in with a large water use, they'll go 

in and they'll perc their site. One of these bubbles 

will be found. It's called a floating aquifer 

actually, will be found and identified as a percable 

site and then they'll sink in a well. The well will 

go probably 400 feet or so and they'll start draining 

water. Well, an industrial use in large scale, the 

water is depleted so rapidly that the lateral water on 

the other side, the pressure starts pushing it forward 

and then eventually, that bubble is going to run out 

of water. You now have no upward pressure pressing up 

to the top and you start having subduction. Just like 

what happened on the highway close to Jefferson. And 

so, that subduction zone creates sinkholes. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: All right. What is it, you 

say the current plan, what, what plan are you talking 

about? 

MR. KING: The original plan they were using 

308 ... 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Let me finish my question, 
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sir. Is it the construction itself, water management, 

use of water? What are you referring to here in this? 

construction was going to originally take 308 million 

or so gallons and that was way too much for the 

aquifer to sustain. What Geosphere LLC was formed for 

was to provide feasibility studies for power plants, 

solar and wind. That's what I do for that business. 

One of the things I know about solar plants is that 

they require a lot more water to wash the panels. If 

you don't wash the panels accurately, you get about 

three percent degradation of photon penetration 

through the surface that's converted to energy. So, 

they're going to need, in this area, based on the 

pollen, we've got very large particulate pollen with 

very sticky ends on it. They're going to need to wash 

their panels more than once a year, which is what 

they're saying. I would suspect a minimum of three 

times a year just on seasonal changes alone. Again, 

that's something for 1.8 million panels or modules 

that those, the aquifer can't sustain. So, they can't 

realistically put in tap points and pull that much 

water in. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: All right. So, their plan as 

you understand it, as proposed, is to wash these 
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panels once a year but you believe that's going to be 

inaccurate, inadequate? 

MR. KING: I do. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: All right. I see a statement 

on page eight that says these issues are not 

insurmountable and maybe overcome with proper use of 

site engineered bioswales, solar powered 

dehumidifiers, underground cisterns, and retention 

ponds. Do you have any particular recommendations to 

the commission with regard to these types of 

facilities or structures? 

MR. KING: So, lots of, in a lot of parts of 

the world, Mongolia, other places, there is a water 

issue. The steps don't take in a lot of water but the 

panels need to be, to be washed. So, what Lamplighter 

and other solar power providers have done, they have 

gone in to put in bioswales. We call them rain 

gardens sometimes here and what that does is it 

captures the water and runs it into underground 

containers. Those containers then fill up with water 

that is naturally available and that's what's used to 

wash the solar panels. 

The issue here, again, is based on relative 

size of the construction. We're talking, you know, 

120 kilowatts usually and we're wanting to do 500 
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here. It's a lot more panels. It's a lot more water. 

So, they're going to have to come up with some type of 

measurement to capture it. The bioswales and 

retainers also prevent erosion. As the water hits the 

panels and slides down onto the ground, the loamy soil 

that we have there enables and actually assists with 

storm water runoff and erosion. By putting in 

bioswales you can capture that and the, and the water 

doesn't go to the sides and erode the stream banks. 

should be required to install these? Have you made 

that recommendation either to the county or to the 

Department of Environmental Quality? 

Department of Environmental Quality. I have made it 

to the county in the form of Mr. White. I've also 

provided the study to the county as well. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay. What would the use of 

solar powered dehumidifiers do? 

MR. KING: In a lot of parts of the world, 

again, water is not readily available. So, they 

invented these large dehumidifiers that capture water 

out of the atmosphere and funnel it into containment 

system and cisterns underground. The cisterns 

underground are then utilized for general site 
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maintenance. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay. Again, have you made 

that recommendation to either the DEQ or the county? 

MR. KING: I have not spoken to DEQ but I 

have spoken to the county. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay and page three of your 

report says, except for Fauquier County, all the data 

collected over the last 47 years indicate a continuing 

decrease in water levels in this area of Virginia. 

MR. KING: Correct. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: And then on page six you show 

the site map and then the map includes the location of 

all the nearby residences, correct? 

MR. KING: Correct. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: And were those, do you know 

what percentage of those residences were installed in 

the last or were constructed in the last 47 years? 

MR. KING: I do not but I could go and do a 

search through the data and tell you. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay. 

MR. KING: I do know, if you look on page 11 

the reason why Fauquier County has not been affected 

is the well actually resides in that little green dip 

within the orange. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Yes, I see that. 
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MR. KING: So, so, that green dip is, it's a 

gouge out from a glacier as it was receding and what 

is in there are bits of gravel that allow for a really 

nice aquifer. But that's why that is statistically 

different. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Is Fawn Lake a natural lake 

or was it manmade? 

MR. KING: I do not know that. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay. 

AUDIENCE: Manmade. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: I hear manmade being offered 

from the audience, so. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Would 

you accept manmade? 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Yeah, which, would you agree 

with -your fellows out there that maybe it is manmade? 

MR. KING: I would not argue with the older 

gentleman present. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay. All right. Thank you, 

Mr. King, that's all I have. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Mr. 

Biller? 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Excuse me. 

MR. BILLER: Just briefly, Your Honor. And 

so, just following up on the question Mr. Chambliss 
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asked you, your conclusion is that none of the issues 

you've addressed are insurmountable, correct? 

MR. KING: No, definitely not. 

BILLER: And these issues would to 

implement any of your suggestions and determine what's 

appropriate for the site that would need further 

study, correct? 

MR. KING: It would need further study and I 

also know that any solution that we chose to use would 

also be financially viable and some of mine may not 

be.

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Jackson 

McNutt. 

BAILIFF: Please raise your right hand. Do 
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you solemnly swear or affirm the testimony you're 

about to give is the truth, the whole truth, and 

nothing but the truth so help you God? 

MR. MCNUTT: Yes, ma'am, I do. 

BAILIFF: Thank you. 

MR. MCNUTT: Thank you. 

JACKSON MCNUTT, having been duly sworn by the Bailiff, 

was examined and testified as follows: 

MR. MCNUTT: Yes, Jackson McNutt. 10231 

Brittany Common Boulevard, Apartment 202, Enoch George 

Manor, 22553. Yeah, I have some disadvantage of solar 

panels. Technically, reliably, economically in 

advantage, disadvantage, limited popularity of solar 

panels. Solar panels do a large site 24 hours a day. 

When the sun goes down when it's heavily shaded, solar 

panels stop producing electricity. If we need 

electricity at that time we have to get it from some 

other source. Solar panel cannot be used only during 

the daytime. Thank you for your time. Thank you. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Thank 

you, Mr. McNutt. Any questions? 

MR. CHAMBLISS: No questions. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Maya 

Doss . 

BAILIFF: Do you solemnly swear or affirm the 
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testimony you're about to give is the truth, the whole 

truth, and nothing but the truth so help you God? 

MS. DOSS: Yes, I do. Thank you. 

MAYA DOSS, having been duly sworn by the Bailiff, was 

examined and testified as follows: 

MS. DOSS: My name is Maya Doss. 11504 

Burnside Place, Spotsylvania. I'd like to thank you 

all for coming up here today where it's much 

appreciated and we thank you for coming to address our 

concerns about the 500-megawatt solar power plant 

that's being considered. I am one of the many 

citizens here in Spotsylvania County who has spent 

countless hours trying to do my research in a quest to 

educate myself as to what all in entailed to the 

building, running, and maintaining of a solar power 

plant. I had no idea the size of the project was of 

such magnitude until I began looking into it and was 

concerned when the majority of the projects worldwide 

were considerably smaller in scale, located in deserts 

or unoccupied areas and not next to residential 

communities. 

One of my concerns is the issue of the 

intermittency of solar power and how it will affect 

us, the residence of Spotsylvania County and, in turn, 

the Commonwealth of Virginia. Solar power plants only 
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produce electricity approximately 4.18 peak sun hours 

per day and that is on sunny days. Solar is a 

resource that fluctuates and is dependent upon the 

weather, length of days, and position of the sun 

during the year. The more we become dependent upon 

solar, the larger the disparity will be when there are 

lag times due to no solar power being generated. 

or not to do in solar. They have generated so much 

solar power that they can no longer manage the 

downturns and they need to pay Arizona to take their 

electricity on some days. It would've been even worse 

had they not cut back on their production for 

different periods of time. If allowed to continue 

unchecked, the system can be overloaded resulting in 

power outages. We know that electricity has to be 

used as a backup through natural gas or petroleum 

during peak times. 

the specific plans during peak times when there is too 

much electricity? Where will all that electricity go? 

Will our EC or Old Dominion be made to purchase the 

electricity and at what cost or rate? What fees, 

costs will be passed on to us then, the taxpayers and 

the residences of Spotsylvania. I would ask you to 
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also please address these issues and this problem and 

to require solar power plants to eliminate 

intermittency by requiring battery storage facilities 

to be included, which would be a viable way to prevent 

this problem. 

I urge you to please not approve the request 

until all due diligence, concerns, and questions have 

been completely addressed. Thank you. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Thank 

you. 

Stephen Doss. 

BAILIFF: Please raise your right hand.' Do 

you solemnly swear or affirm the testimony you're 

about to give is the truth, the whole truth, and 

nothing but the truth so help you God? 

MR. DOSS: I do. 

STEPHEN DOSS, having been duly sworn by the Bailiff, 

was examined and testified as follows: 

MR. DOSS: Good afternoon. My name is 

Stephen Doss. I live it 11504 Burnside Place, 

Spotsylvania. I'd like to build upon some of the 

comments that were made by my constituents, Dave 

Hammond, Dan Kuliq, and Sean Fogurty if I may. I 

appreciate your time today. 

Before you today, in front of you that I've 
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passed out, is an sPower LLC rendition of the proposed 

solar complex for Spotsylvania. As it appears, as it 

appears to a two-dimensional plat of the 6,000-plus 

acres of the project. I'd like to point out that this 

is also two-and-a-half percent of the total land mass 

in Spotsylvania County today. But what's glaringly 

missing in this rendition is a true delineation of the 

topographical features or the gradings of this plan. 

I have it on the map that I provided in front here. 

complexes, this plan appears to call for a very high 

degree of fragmentation across 6,000-plus acres to 

utilize just 3500 acres for actual power generation. 

This is supported by sPower's own statements. 

According to Adam Furman of sPower at a recent 

presentation, which I attended, when asked how many 

acres it takes to produce one megawatt, megawatt of 

energy, his response, his answer was about six to 

seven acres. This then corresponds mathematically 

with the need for 3,500 to produce 500 acres, 500 

megawatts of energy. Why then, does the plan call for 

6,000 acres here in Spotsylvania? The answer lies in 

the very tight topographical gradings that delineates 

the steep terrain surrounding the panel placements of 

this project and it is precisely this terrain that 
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forms the watershed of the Poe River by supporting and 

feeding more than 50 stream heads that form the five 

major watercourses flowing into the Poe itself. Every 

one of these stream heads and the five main 

watercourses originates on sites A, B, and C of 

sPower's proposal here in Spotsylvania County. 

If the source of the water of these stream 

heads is interrupted through either gradation, terrain 

by flattening peaks as sPower designed to do, 

collective rainwater retention basins as Scott King 

has pointed to, or scavenging evaporation from solar 

panel interference, significant permanent downstream 

damage may indeed occur to this vital York River basin 

tributary. It is absolutely paramount that any and 

all precautions be taken irrespective of any prurient 

interest to proactively protect the vital source, this 

vital source before the opportunity is lost for 35-

plus years. Thank you very much. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Thank 

you, Mr. Doss. 

Katherine Lovello. 

BAILIFF: Please raise your right hand. Do 

you solemnly swear or affirm the testimony you're 

about to give is the truth, the whole truth, and 

nothing but the truth so help you God? 
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WITNESS: I do.

KATHERINE LOVELLO, having been duly sworn by the 

Bailiff, was examined and testified as follows: 

11210 Fawn Lake Parkway and 

I'd like to talk about the concern for acid sulfate 

soil. So, as several have already alluded to the 

tremendous runoff water alone would be a problem but 

I'm really concerned about the acid soil. So, first 

I'd like to thank you for taking the time to listen to 

our best interest. I'd like to discuss a significant 

concern with a type of soil that is present in this 

region and the serious environmental consequences that 

can occur if sulfidic soils are disturbed by 

excavation or regrading of the soil, especially how 

this may be called, caused by building a massive solar 

power farm. 

in the soil. It's different from sulfuric acid that's 

also very potent. So, I've provided you with a copy 

of an article that describes two local case studies 

where very serious problems were encountered. One 

case study covers the construction of the nearby 
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Stafford Airport in the late 1990s. Extensive 

regrading was performed to level the site for the long 

runway. Excavations up to 25 meters were performed to 

level off the ridges. Sulfidic soils were exposed and 

spread across the site. Later, tests of the soil 

found extremely low pHs, which means very acidic, 

ranging from 1.8 to 5.3, with an average of 3.0 pH, 

which, again, very acidic. 

Severe and expensive damage resulted. 

Vegetation would not grow on the soil; galvanized 

steel pipes and concrete lined ditches were corroding 

from acid runoff and years of treatments and re-

culmination were required. So, again, if we have acid 

soil, we can't plant those grasses that are supposed 

to help the runoff under this solar farm. 

The second case study in the article is a 

housing development in Fredericksburg. Similar 

problems were encountered in 2003 when a major land 

disturbance exposed a layer of sulfidic soil. Soil 

was so acidic that grass would not grow on the lawns 

of the new homes. So, in response, Fredericksburg 

adopted a new ordinance to reduce exposure of sulfidic 

materials during construction. The "acid sulfate 

soils testing policy specifies that soils must be 

tested for a pH and potential acidity to the maximum 
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depth of the excavation to ensure that acidity levels 

are appropriate to support vegetation and to minimize 

damage to water quality and building materials." I 

don't know if there's a similar policy in place in 

Spotsylvania County but this is vital to consider 

this . 

to conduct a shovel test across the site in the near 

future and we recommend that the county require the 

developer to test the soil independently to the 

maximum depth of excavation at each location. There's 

a severe risk of acid runoff entering the four streams 

that we've heard about that run throughout this site. 

Robertson Run, McCracken Creek, and Poe River are 

designated threatened and endangered species water in 

the DEQ articles. If the developer is planning to 

significantly regrade portions of the site, which I 

believe they are, then understanding the composition 

of the layers of soil that will be exposed is critical 

to avoid dangerous and expensive contamination of 

runoff groundwater and surface soil of thousands of 

acres of land. And who will pay to ameliorate these 

damages? Will it be the developer, slower, or the 

citizens of Spotsylvania County? Thank you. 
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moment, Doctor. Are there any questions? 

MR. CHAMBLISS: No, sir. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: All 

right. Thank you very much. 

Ken Haopala. 

BAILIFF: Please raise your right hand. Do 

you solemnly swear or affirm the testimony you're 

about to give is the truth, the whole truth, and 

nothing but the truth so help you God? 

MR. HAOPALA: Yes, I do. Thank you. 

BAILIFF: Thank you. 

KEN HAOPALA, having been duly sworn by the Bailiff, 

was examined and testified as follows: 

MR. HAOPALA: Good afternoon. In the 

interest of being brief, I'm going to cut my comments 

into one-half approximately. So, forgive me if I'm, I 

jumble around. I'm Ken Haopala. 9634 Bayett Court, 

Fairfax, Virginia. I live on the grid that this solar 

facility will dump electricity into. I strongly 

oppose the 500-megawatt solar facility is a costly 

unneeded hazard to the safety of the people of 

Virginia. I'll be giving more detailed comments later 

in writing. 

We have a great myth that solar and wind can 

replace fossil fuels and nuclear as reliable sources 
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of electricity. They cannot. We are receiving many 

studies from Germany, Denmark, Britain, Italy, Spain, 

et cetera, on how solar and wind are driving up the 

cost of electricity to customers. Solar works only 

perhaps 60 percent of the, at 60 percent of capacity a 

few hours a day. The rest of the time the electricity 

has to come from some place else. 

important. It is the cost of making electricity 

stable, reliable, and resilient. Making sure it is 

available when it is needed the most. Microsoft knows 

this, that's why it's not building a solar facility to 

directly serve its power needs. Let the general 

consumer pick up the cost of .providing stable, 

reliable, and resilient electricity. 

serving 65 million people from northeast North 

Carolina to Chicago. For 12 days and nights from late 

December to January the PJM went through an 

unscheduled stress test called a bomb cyclone. 

According to government reports, and I will provide 

references for everything I say. According to 

government reports coal fired power plants stood tall 

providing 74 percent of the total increase in 

electricity needed for the cold days and nights. Oil 
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provided 22 percent. Gas, two percent. Nuclear, one 

percent. Renewables hid in the closet. They went 

down. Solar, if it existed, would have produced 

nothing during this 12-day cold period when 

electricity is needed the most. 

Modern civilization requires reliable, 

resilient electricity to operate its medical 

facilities, water purification and sewerage treatment 

facilities, communications, stoplights, elevators, 

subways, air handling systems, the internet, and 

cellphones. And millions of electric motors. This 

natural weather event demonstrated that reliance on 

unstable solar is a threat to public safety. 

We call food, which provides calories but 

none of the nutrients needed to maintain the body, 

junk food. Solar power provides watts but not the 

reliability and resilience needed to maintain the 

grid. Should we call it junk juice? Please keep junk 

juice off the grid. Thank you. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Wait. 

I'm sorry. Do you have a question? Are there any 

questions? 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Mr. Haopala? 

MR. HAOPALA: Yes. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: This government study that 
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you, that you referenced, was that produced by the 

Department of Energy? 

MR. HAOPALA: A subsidiary of the Department 

MR. CHAMBLISS:' Yes. Now, I wonder if you 

have read the PJM response to that study? 

MR. HAOPALA: The study I read was done in 

March 23 about. I don't have the, I don't have the 

response as well. 

MR. CHAMBLISS: Okay. Do you know that PJM 

researched that the reason that coal came back on to 

the grid was because at that moment it was cheaper 

than gas but that there was plenty of gas available as 

well? 

used it for those reasons but also, for example, in 

New England, you had natural gas constrained because 

you don't have pipeline capacity and they had to 

import oil from Europe, possibly Russia. New York had 

horrendous boost in costs on natural gas because of 

pipeline constraints. But, you're very right. PJM 

used whatever was less expensive and that was the 

utilities decisions on to PJM that made those 

decisions.

Sharon Brill. 

BAILIFF: Please raise your right hand. Do 

you solemnly swear or affirm the testimony you're 

about to give is the truth, the whole truth, and 

nothing but the truth so help you God? 

MS. BRILL: Yes, I do. 

BAILIFF: Thank you. 

SHARON BRILL, having been duly sworn by the Bailiff, 

was examined and testified as follows: 

MS. BRILL: Sharon Brill, 5420 Wydemere 

Circle, Mineral, Virginia. Two things that I wanted 

to bring up. There are a number of people that spoke 

in favor of solar power and I think it's certainly 

something we need to have in our electric plans. 

However, all of these people said it would be better 

than development on this property. This property 

cannot be developed, has not been developed because it 

does not perc as the recent expert witness just 

testified. So, it's not going to be developed into 

homes. 
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My second concern is that we're in the 

middle of an earthquake zone fault and we did have a 

significant earthquake here ten years ago. So, if we 

have an earthquake and the panels are somehow broken, 

I'd like to know what the plan is to keep the 

carcinogens in those panels going into the soil and 

the air. Thank you. 

HEARING EXAMINER HOWARD P. ANDERSON: Thank 

you. Is there anyone else who has not spoken who 

wishes to speak at this time? 

This will conclude our afternoon session.

Ladies and gentlemen, if you would take your 

seat please so we can get started. My name is Howard 

Anderson. I'm a hearing examiner with the Virginia 

State Corporation Commission and we are here tonight 

to take your comments regarding the application of 

Pleinmont for a solar installation in your county. 

When I call your name, if you would come forward and 

begin your statement by giving your name and address 
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that would be appreciated. This gentleman to my left 

is a court reporter and he's taking down everything 

that is being said here tonight.

Your 

statement is testimony in this proceeding and there 

may be questions from counsel sitting at the, at least 

to my right, oh, there you are. Yes, at the tables in 

front of me. If you would silence your phones please. 

All right. I'm going to ask counsel to introduce 

themselves starting with ... 

MS. KLAIBER: Hello. I am Alisson Klaiber. 

I represent the commission staff in this proceeding.

Barker. I live at 12815 West Catharpin Road in 

Spotsylvania, Virginia 22551. My concern is me and my 

wife bought a piece of property out there in 1994. We 

have since built a house out there. Took everything 

we had to do that. We have a 35-foot well and we've 

lived out there since. We've had droughts, everything 

else. My water has not run dry. I'm concerned about 

this thing. It's my understanding that this thing 

will take up about 300, over 300 million gallons of 

water during construction and if my well goes dry, 

who's going to pay for it? 

And all the other environmental, has 

Spotsylvania County looked at all this other 

environmental issues we may have? Air quality, water 

quality, and what it will do to the citizens that have 

been living here for many years. Thank you.
